MEXICO CITY, July 2%2%.—Gen. Car- 
ranza, in an interview with the corre- 
gpondent of the Associated Press yes-

border raids. Carranza also discussed 
the economical, political and military sit- 
pation in Mexico. 

“Late papers from the United States,” 
he said, “declare thet my Government 
is threatened on the north by an army 
of 15,000 men led by Villa, who is threat- 
ering the city of Torreon. On the south, 
they say, I am to be attacked by an 
army led by reactionaries and clericals, 
with plenty of money and men. Well, 
all I can say is, let them come, and I 
will knock them on the head, singly or 
united, as I have done before. 

Calls Army of south a Myth. 

“As a matter of fact, you know per- 
fectly well that Villa is followed by a 
few ill-fed miserable bandits, and the 
reputed army of the south is a myth. 
But even if these two imaginative 
armies have existence in fact, I have 
every confidence that my own soldiers 
will take care of them as they did in 
ths time of Huerta, when I started with- 
out. men and money and drove the dic- 
tator from power. You may remember 
also that Villa, with his great army, 
crumbled up and melted away before 
“eur attacks, and any other uprisings 
will be handled in a like manner by me. 

“What is bothering us at present is the 
presence of American troops on Mexican 
soil. This is hindering our work of re- 
construction and pacification, because it 
gives encouragement to the lawless ele- 
ment of our population. It is to-obviate 
this that the coming conference will be 


J cannot speak in detail of this con- 
ference until my Government receives 
the reply of the United States Govern- 
ment to the note sent July 11, suggest- 
ing that such a meeting be held.“ 

Two Points of Prime Interest. 

“Will this conference be limited to the 
‘question of the withdrawal of Ameri- 
can troops?” he was asked. 

“This is a question which I cannot 
answer definitely at this time,’’ Car- 
ranza replied. “‘But you can be assured 
that the withdrawal of the troops and 
the vigilance of the border patrol are 
the points of prime interest for the 
Mexican Government. Whether the 


exchange "of ideas is a matter which 
will perhaps be decided later.“ 

When asked as to Mexico's proposal 
regarding the protection of the border, 
Carranza said an effective patrol on 
either side of the line by the respective 
troops of the two countries would solve 
the question of further incursions and 


of the United States in so station- 
men. 

Unofficial reports here are that Gen. 
Luis Cabrera, a lawyer; Alberto Pani, 
an engineer, and Ruberto Pesquiera, 
have been designated as delegates to 
the conference. 

Carranza said municipal elections 
would be held throughout the republic 
on the first Sunday in September. These 
will do folluwed by general elections in 
October to select deputies to a congress 
to de held in the city of Queretaro in 
December or January. This congress 
will consider constitutional amendments 
to meet the aims of the present revolu- 
tionary movement. 

Parries Question on . 

When asked if he would de T candl- 
date for the presidency at the elections 
following the constitutional convention 
he hesitated and then said: 

“I Cannot answer that question at this 
time, but legally I have the same right 
to be a candidate as any other citizen 
of Mexico,” 

Questioned regarding the reception of 
American capital and enterprises dur- 
Ing the period of reconstruction, Car- 
ranza answered that they would re- 
Selve the same welcome as in the day 
before the revolution with this dinstino 
tion, that, whereas, in the past much 
foreign capital received’ special privi- 
leges not allowed to Mexicans, in future 
all capital will have an equal oppor- 
tunity under the law. 

Referring to the labor union move- 
Went which has grown rapidly of late 
throughout Mexico, the First Chief said: 

“We will encourage the aspirations 
and enthusiasm of the labor party, so 
long as they work within the law: but 
both capital and labor must understand 
that the general welfare is the alm of 
the present Constitutional party and 
that the people at large are the first to 
be considered.

CASES IN DAY 


Policeman Who Encountered In- 
fected Persons on His Beat 
Dies From Disease. 


Must Have Certificates to Depart 
—73,000 Cats and 8000 
Dogs Killed. 


NEW YORK, July 2%.—The epidemic 
of infantile paralysis continued to gain 
headway today. Although yesterday’s 
high record of deaths was not equaled, 
there were more cases reported. The 
daily bulletin of the Health Department 
shows that during the 24-hour period 
ending at 10 o'clock this morning the 
Plague killed 35 children and there were 
162 new cases reported in the five bor- 
oughs of New York City. 

A statement by Dr. Simon Flexner of 
the Rockefeller Institute was made pub- 
lic today saying that the disease is 
spread primarily by personal contact of 
child with child. 

The Society for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals announced that fear 
of the epidemic had caused a tremendous 
increase in calls upon it to kill cats and 
dogs. Since the first of July 73,000 cats 
and 8000 dogs have been put to death 
by the society’s agents. Men sent out 
by the society pick up on an average of 
$70 animals a day. Last year the society 
collected during the last 2% days of July 
32,000 cats and dogs. 

An order has been issued providing 
that no child 16 years of age or under 
be permitted to leave New York with- 
out a certificate of approval from the 
Federal surgeons. No railroad tickets 
are sold unless the required certificate 
is shown. 

Many children were refused entrance 
to the city today. Office boys 16 years 
of age and under who work in New York 
and live outside the city were warned 
that they must remain either inside or 
outside the city. 

Michael Lahey, 2 years old, a po- 
liceman attached to the Oak street sta- 
tion, died yesterday from infantile par- 
alysis.

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WAS LOBBYIST MANY YEARS 


Missourian Turned Against Rail- 
roads Aftér Serving Them 
for 22 Years. : 


ROCHESTER, Minn., July. 2%.—Col. 
William H. Phelps of Carthasé, Mo., a 
member of the Missouri Senate, and for 
years one of the best-known railroad 
attorneys in the country, died at St. 
Mary’s hospital at 3:05 a. m. today. He 
underwent a serious abdominal opera- 
tion Saturday and was improving Sun- 


day. He suffered a relapse last night, 
however. He was 71 years old. 

The funeral will be held Saturday or 
Sunday at Carthage. Former Attorney- 
General Crow of Missouri was at the 
hospital when death came. 

Col. Phelps became unconscious Sun- 
day night and regained consciousness 
only at intervals until his death. 

The body will leave Rochester this aft- 
ernoon and arrive in Carthage at 4 p. 
m. Thursday. 

Mrs. Phelps and an &8-year-old son, 
George, accompanied Col. Phelps to 
Rochester a week ago Monday. Fol- 
lowing the turn for the worse Sunday, 
Mrs. W. H. Robert of Omaha, a daugh-

PHELPS NOTABLE 
FIGURE IN STATE 
~. POLITICS 40 YEARS 


Carthage Man Served as Railway 
Lobbyist 22 Years, Then 
Fought Roads. 


HELPS’ political career began in 

1868, when he became chairman of 

the Jasper County Democratic 
Committee. Four years later, he was 
a delegate at large to the Democratic 
national convention, and in 1874 he was 
elected to the State Legislature, serv- 
ing one term in the House. 

In 1878 he began the best known and 
longest continued of his activities—that 
of railroad lobbyist at the State capi- 
tal He was with the Frisco Railroad 
from 1878 to 1886, and with the Missouri 
Pacific and Iron Mountain from 1838 
to 1910. 

In the days when railroads knew little 
of the law’s present restraints upon 
them, Phelps established the power of 
the pass at Jefferson City. No member 
of the House or Senate, and no one 
of political influence in any part of the 
State had to pay railroad fare on the 
Missouri Pacific so long as the Phelps 
fountain pen flowed freely. These fa- 
vors appeared to most of the recipients 
to come from Phelps himself, not from 
the railroad, and Phelps fostered this 
impression. And when the railroad 
sought legislative favors, Phelps was 
acoustomed to ask them, and to ob- 
tain them, as personal favors to him- 
self. This was satisfactory to the rail- 
road, which usually got what it wanted; 
to Phelps, who gained personal pres- 
tige, and to legislators, who found it 
easier to do favors for a personal friend 
than to do them for a corporation. 

Kaew No Party. 

In dispensing passes, Col. Phelps knew 
no party. But he was tolerant of any 
prejudices that pass-sedkers might have, 
and at a number of legislative sessions 
he had as his assistant the late John 
H. (“Fire Alarm”) Flanagan, a Repub- 
lican from his own county, and a for- 
mer member of the Legislature, who 
looked after the Republican members. 
While, in a general way, this traffic 
in passes was no secret, some of the re- 
cipients of passes were sensitive about 
public mention of their part in it. Phelps 
onde gave up a hotel room without 
emptying his waste basket, and the con- 
tents of the basket, a collection of let- 
ters asking for transportation in various 
quantities and on different pretexts, got 
into print, to the embarrassment of the 
writers, who were mostly members of 
the Senate and House. 

Phelps kept up an active connection 
with the Democratic party and was a 
delegate at large to the national con 
vention of 1892, which nominated Cleve- 
land for the third time. In the same 
year he worked hard for the nomination 
of William J. Stone for Governor, and 
aided Stone to obtain the nomination in 
a stormy State convention. During 
Stone’s term as Governor, Phelps quar-

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“ALL SIGNS FAIL 
IN DRY WEATHER,” 
EVEN SUN SPOTS 


Astronomer Says He Cannot 
Understand: Why Electrical 
Storms Did Not Arrive. 


The old adage that “all. signs fail in 
dry weather“ has vindicated itself again 
and demonstrated the superiority ' of 
homely folklore over .science,. The sun 
spots spotted by Brother Hubert of 
Christian Brothers’ College failed to 
verify his prediction that they would 
knock the spots off the hot wave yes- 
terday. Whether or not the spots on the 
sun have anything to do with it, St. 
Louis is still a hot spot on the earth. 

Brother Hubert, when seen by a Post- 


Dispatch reporter today, frankly admit- 
ted that the sun spots had fooled him. 
“T can’t understand it.“ he said. This 
is the first time in three years that elec- 
trical storms have falled to follow the 
breaking up of a large spot on the sun’s 
surface. This usually charges the alr 
with electricity to such an extent. that 
storms are sure to follow. I cohfident- 
ly expected the hot wave would be 
broken ‘yesterday. 

“It is possible that the electrical dis- 
turbance may still occur, but the chance 
is now becoming more remote. My ob- 
servations this morning showéd that 
the scattered sun spots were beginning 
to coalesce and come together. again. | 
indicating that the disturbance on ‘the 
sun's surface is subsiding and that 
fewer elektrons are being shot — 
space. These elektrons coming into 
the earth’s atmosphere are the cause 
of electrical storms. 

“‘Possibly some atmospheric condition 
around St. Louis has warded off these 
electrical. units. My prediction that 
storms would end the hot wave was 
based on an almost unbroken record of 
observations at Christian Brothers’ Col- 
lege. There are exceptions to all rules 
and in this instance the signs were not 
borne out. | 

There were light rains in some por- 
tions of St. Louis and St. Louls County 
yesterday afternoon.

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They Try With Mighty Blows to Drive It Back 
Into Face of French Post-Dispatch Man 
Finds Kaiser’s Troops in Good Spirits.

WITH THE GERMAN ARMY, NEAR 

PERONNE, July 22 (by courier to Grand 
Army Headquarters, via Berlin, Amster- 
dam and London, July %).—Accompanised 
by Capt. von Ernst from Berlin, I mo- 
tored along the front from Laon, much 
of the time within easy range of Gen. 
Petain’s guns The French evidently 
are sparing their ammunition, for not 
once did they take a shot at the clouds 
of dust we were raising on * bright, 
sunny day. 
The scenes were of idyllic peace, bro- 
ken only by an occasional boom of a 
distant gun, until the rumble of the 
battle of the Somme became audible. 
Soldiers detailed for the purpose and 
peasants were beginning to cut the 
splendid harvest of grain. | 
We arrived in headquarters in this 
sector last night. The Commander in 
Chief himself showed us where we could 
go near Peronne and La Maisonette in 
order to see most of the battle. He ad- 
vised us to start at 3 in the morning, 
and ordered us to leave the front bv 
sun-up. Otherwise we might have to lic 
in some hole in the ground all day, be- 
cause of the heavy spread of fire in the 
rear. 

Poplars Like Funeral Plumes. 

Thé first signs of dawn were break- 
ing when we started. A half hour later 
a heavy fog blanketed everything. The 
tall poplars lining the road appeared 
like silhouetted funeral plumes. Rapida- 
ly we neared the battle zone, the rum- 
ble of the guns growing less distant 
every minute until the flare and ihe 
flashes could be seen through the 
thick gray fog. 
Column after column of wagon trains 
were moving toward or from the front. 
A long column of “goulash cannon ’ 
coming from where they had brought 
hot food to the men, went by. Unde, 
the trees a battalion of infantry re- 
serves was lying by the roadside walt- 
ing orders to move forward. The men 
seemed to be in excellent spirits and 
greeted us with jocular remarks. Sin- 
gle riders shot by like specters. 

Soon we began to meet small columns 

of troops, relieved from service at the 

front, coming to the rear for a wel'- 
earned rest. They marched in short in- 
tervals, to avoid unnecessary loss 
should a French or British shell sui- 
denly land on the road among them. 

Their swing and bearing were not those 

of disheartened troops. 

The French line forming the southern 

angle of the wedge driven into the Ger- 

man front by the allies runs over a 

series of rolling ridges skirting the 

Somme from Pstrees northward to 

where the village of Biaches and the 

heights of La Maisonette rise 300 feet 
above the river directly opposite me, 
forming the blunt nose of the allies’ ad- 

vance. . ö

The Germans still hold the tip of this 
nose by clinging to two-thirds of the vil- 
lage of Biaches and a little park of trees 
on La Maisonette. With tremendous ef- 
forts the French are trying to push 
them off this tip and to get complete 
possession so that they may widen and 
push the nose farther. The Germans, in 
mighty blows, are trying to drive the 
nose back into the face of the French. 

Next to Mount St. Quentin, rising per- 
haps 60 feet higher to the north, La 
Maisonette commands the country for 
miles to the east and south of the 
Somme, and would be of inestimable im- 
portance to the French for artillery ob- 
‘servation. For that very reason the 
Germans are determined to make the 
place such a hell with their artillery fire 
from three sides that even the heroism 
of the French cannot endure it. From 
north and south the Germans are laying 
such a curtain of iron fire behind that 
nose and on it that the question whether 
the French can hold it unless they drive 
the Germans off the tip and extend its 
width may become serious. 

The proximity of the trenches to 
Biaches, where they are visible through 
a field glass, lurking like thin yellow 
furrows, and at La Maisonette makes 
artillery work for both sides difficult 
by reason of the low visibility. The 
fighting is largely with hand grenades 
and machine guns. It was because of 
this low visibility that the battle lulled 
again here today, but it is raging 
fiercely on the English front near Lon- 
gueval. 

There is very moderate sporadic ar- 
tillery action here today. Shrapnel can 
be seen breaking over Biaches and sha 
geysers pounding off the ridge of La 
Maisonette, but there is no drum- 
ming.“ 

Struggle Around Barleux. 

The struggle around Barleux, where 
the French again and again throw 
themselves against the German wall, 


are unable to push the Germans out of 
the town. : 

Two and a half miles to the south the 
French now have Belloy, but the Ger- 
mans are clinging with tooth and nail 
to the outskirts of the village. There 
have been signs of activity at Estrees 
and Soyecourt several times in the last 
few days, but it has not developed 
whether these are merely feints to dt 
vert the Germans or indicate serious in- 
tentions on the part of the French to 
change the direction of their end of the 
offensive. Around Roye, where I was 
Friday, and which is little more than 
ruins, the French are also active from 
time to time.

The French had plenty of shells for the 
railway station, but obviously were de- 
sirous of sparing the rest of the city as 
much as possible. 
All the civilian inhab'tants of Peronne 
have evacuated the city, though great- 
ly against the wishes of many, to whom 
devotion to thelr homes weighed heavier 
than their fear of death. This is the 
general observation in towns and vil- 
lages exposed to French fre. The peo- 
ple manifest an obstinate desire to re- 
main in their dwellings, no matter how 
great the danger. Children and babes 
searcely able to totter frequently were 
seen playing carelessly in villages where 
the next moment a shell might be ex- 
pected to drop. 

River Crossed at Hem. 
The battle line touches the Somme to 
the north of Biaches, runs west along 
the canal to Hem, where it crosses the 
river and swings northward to the vi- 
cinity of Guillemont and Waterlot Farm. 
The gains of the entente allies are 
roughly meluded between this base line 
and the point of the wedge at La Mal- 
sonoette, the greatest depth gained be- 
ing about four miles and a half. 
The correspondent had no opportunity 
during his stay of inspecting the front 
opposite the British troops. He was 
unable elther by personal inspection or 
conversations with participants to learn 
independently how the situation stood 
there. 
The present line, extending from 
Thiepval to Soyecourt, but bulging t- 
yard toward Peronne, may be re garde. 
according to the firm convictions of the 
members of the headquarters staff, as 
the high-water mark of the entente ad- 
vances. They base this judgment on the 
negligible result of the fighting in the 
last fortnight, and they contend that it 
is no longer a question of whether the 
British and French will be able to/ex- 
tend thelr gains, but whether they 
will be able to hold what they have 
against the German counter pressure. 
General quiet before the storm pre- 
valled along the section of the front 
visited, the activity of the artillery de- 
ing gcarcely greater than the normal 
scale, where no particular operations 
are in progress. and infantry and ma- 
chine gun fire being heard occasionally.

Text From Parable.

This 
pearl, for the German nation, was not 
the conquest of territory or the subjuga- 
tion of oher peoples, but permanent and 
lasting peace which would protect Ger- 
man firesides and permit the people to 
return to their vocations. He closed 
with a fervent prayer that this peace 
might soon be secured and that the long 
war should cease. 

The service was held in the big mass 
hall at headquarters which, with sim- 
ple installations—an altar decked with 
German colors, a life-size marble Christ, 
and decorations of. pine and evergreens: 
masking the bare walls—had been con- 
verted into a war-time chapel. 

The Emperor sat just before the altar. 
Behind and around him were his off- 
cers, and the rear or the big hall was 
filled with several hundred soldiers from 
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' 
ary impassity and stern repoge during 
the service. He listened without mov- 
ing a muscle to the sermon and prayer, 
not betraying by look or change of ex- 
pression his sentiment on the topic

‘French Attack Described. 

The correspondent visited a grena- 
dier regiment which had just been 
relieved from forward trenches after 
beating off French onslaughts in the 
vicinity of Estrees for several days. 
The soldiers described in unconven- 
tionkl language the French charges, 
particularly the great attack of Fri- 
day, the chief force of which fell on 
this regiment. The onslaught was 
preceded by three hours of intense 
Lombardment, touching the extreme 
limit of the possible for the ex- 
tremely efficient French artillery. 

It might have been expected that the 
front trenches would be demolished and 
their defenders demoralized by this 
pounding, but the soldiers unconcernedly 
related how, when the artillery curtain 
lifted, and French white and black regi- 
ments charged, the Germans jumped 
from what was left of their trenches 
and advanced to meet the attackers. In 
an open, desperate hand-to-hand strug- 
gle in which hand grenades were almost 
the exclusive weapon, the French finally 
recoiled to thelr own trenches, followed 
by the Germans, some of whom even 
leaped into the French trenches and 
continued the struggle until herded back 
by their remaining officers and non- 
commissioned officers to their own lines. 

“Will the French be able to break 
through the grenadier regiment?’ was 
asked of the soldiers. 

“Never!” was the 


reply, which ex- 


pressed evident pride in the regiment, 


but was given without a touch of bra- 
vado. : 

Which is the better French soldier, 
the white or black?’ 

“The white, by all odds, is better and 
braver,” was the instant reply of the 
soldiers, who added uncomplimentary 
references to the fighting customs of 
the Senegalese troops, which had re- 
sulted in very few prisoners being made 
from among those regiments. 

The next group encountered was a de- 
tachment of slightly wounded men walk- 
ing back from the dressing station to the 
railroad head. No despondency was evi- 
dent among them. Another regiment 
visited had just returned from another 
part of the southern front. Its experi- 
ence d been much the same as that of 
the first regiment, and the soldiers ex- 
hibited an identical feeling of absolute 
confidence that they had the upper hand 
Nver their enemy. 

One man, when questioned, said he had 
not seen the great French charge. He 
had been buried in a trench during the 
preliminary bombardment and was dug 
out after two hours and sent to the rear. 
His nerves apparently were not at all 
shaken by his experience. He, like all 
the others, took his return to the 
trenches as a matter of course. The cor- 
respondent also visited a group of sev- 
eral hundred French prisoners captured 
in the fighting at Estrees. It must be 
said that they, to, made an excellent 
impression. They showed no trace of 
despondency or demoralization. They 
were mostly Bretons and colonia! in- 
fantry. 

The troops had been ordered in by 
Gen. Foch in a vigorous endeavor to 
open the German sack position and give 
the British and French the necessary 
elbow room for further effort. Lateral 
expansion is the object also of the Brit- 
ish strategy, and the British efforts to 
this end have been far greater than 
those of the French. 

Gen. Haig has two soldiers to every 
one for Joffre and his losses have been 
proportionately even greater, it is said. 
The immensity of the British effort may 
be judged from information supplied to 
the Associated Press correspondent by 
the intelligence office that thus far in

Succumbs to Kidney Trouble at 
Home Here—Was 65

Frank H. Britton, 65 years old, 
president of the St. Louls Southwest- 
ern (Cotton Belt) Railroad, died of 
kidney trouble, followed by paralysis, 
at his home, 3617 Lindell boulevard, 
at 9 a. m. today. 

He had been in poor health for a 
year, but his condition was not con- 
sidered serious until about a week 
age, Last Monday, after suffering a 
stroke of paralysis at his summer 
home at Mullet Lake, Wis., he was 
brought to St. Louis on a special 
train.

Autopsy Leads to Suspicion of 
Operation in Mysterious 
Case at Olney, Ill.

OLNEY, III., July 26.—The next step in 


de case of Roy Hinterliter, accused of 
 egusing the death of Elizabeth Radcliff, 


97 yeets old, is expected to be an appli- 
cation for admission to bail. Such appli- 
‘eation must be made to Circuit Judge 
Miller, whose court convenes here Aug. 
$i. Hinterliter was bound over to the 

November grand jury direct without 
bond by the Coroner’s jury yesterday. 

The defense may try to compel the 
@tate to produce a part of its evidence 
against Hinterliter at the hearing on the 
bail application. To enable the State to 
protect its witnesses the evidence was 

presented to the Coroner’s jury in 
gecret. 

Medical testimony at the inquest was 
that the girl’s death when with Hinter- 
liter was due to injection of air into 
her blood by means of a small instru- 
ment, probably a hypodermic needle. 

The evidence on which Hinterliter was 
held is circumstantial, but, according t. 
prosecuting officials, nearly all the links 
in the chain of evidence are sufficiently 
complete to justify a refusal to admit 
him to bail. 

The autopsy performed by Dr. Frank 
Weber of the Olney Sanitarium revealei 
a condition which the prosecuting au- 
thorities declare furnished the motive 
for some man to desire her death. 

For 10 or 11 months prior to Friday 
night, when Hinterliter drove to the 
sanitarium with the body of the girl 
fh his arms, he frequently had been 
in her company. 

Hinterliter lives on a farm 12 miles 
south of Olney with his mother, in a dis- 
trict which, during the last few years, 
has come to be known as Hell Texas.

He met Miss Radcliff atout 10 
months ago in West Salem, when she 
was living with her sister, Mrs. Bert 
TParcher. After she came to Olney to 
reside he continued to call on her. 
They frequently rode in the evening 
in Hinterliter’s buggy, in. which he 
drove to Olney from his mothers 
farm. 

Clews Found Under g Tree. 

Friday night they drove out. When 
they returned the girl was dead. The 
picrecuting officials believe she died 
under old elm tree near a bridge 
two hes south of Olney. Near this 
tree was found a satchel of surgical 
instruments such as are used in per- 
forming illegal operations. A horse 
had been tied near by and under the 
trees there were signs of a struggle. 
Imprinted in the gand and dust are 
the shapes of a woman’s hands. The 
marks of ‘a man’s shoes also showed. 

Hinterliter, when he arrived at the 
Sanitarium, said he did not know the 
girl was dead. 

“We were coming back to town,” ho 
old Dr. Weber, “when she complained 
ef feeling sick. She fell over into my

Instruments Held as Evidence, 

The State’s Attorney has the satchel 
of surgical instruments found near the 
elm tree. A resident of the neighbor- 
ing village of Calhoun said he saw one 
of Hinterliter’s friends pick it up, and 
that he took it away from him. 

There was testimony that after taking 
the girl to the sanitarium, Hinterliter 
said to a friend: I am in bad. Take 
my horse home and tell mother I don’t 
know when I will be home.”’ 

Two of the youth's friends told that 
Hinterliter had boasted to them of 
illegal operations he d performed. 
They said that he onc® told them of 
an operation similar to the one the 
State’s Attorney believes was attempted 
on Miss Radcliff. 

A search of Hinterliter’s room showed 
that he had destroyed letters written to 
him by the girl, but a number of Hin- 
terliter’s letters are in possession of 
State’s Attorney Morris. These letters 
indicate intimacy and made appoint- 
ments for Hinterliter. In one letter Hin- 
terliter asked Miss Radcliff to provide 
a companion for a chum who would ac- 
company him to Olney.

Souvenir Hunters Bid in Glass 
Steins—Some Women in 
Attendance. 


OYSTER COUNTER SOLD 


Scene of Famous Bivalve Eating 
Contests Disposed of 
for $12. 


Quarts of champagne which would 
cost $% a bottle if ordered from a waiter 
were sold at $1.6 yesterday at the auc- 
tion sale of the effects of the once fa- 
mous Tony Faust restaurant at Broad- 
way and Elm street. It was a field day 


for wet goods bargain hunters. 

One lucky purchaser went home with 
a cheap package. He bought two quarts 
of whisky, three quarts of Rhinewine 
and two bottles of bitters for $1.90. At 
the usual retail price the assortment 
would have cost him $8.25. 

Several saloonkeepers and cafe pro- 
prietors were eager to bid for the Faust 
liquors in bulk, but the auctioneer ex- 
plained that the company had only a re- 
tail license which forbade the selling of 
more than five gallons in one lot. 

Souvenir hunters boosted the bidding 
for glass stein- bearing the Faust trade 
mark on their covers, 

Listen, people, shouted the auc- 
tioneer. “‘Here is something whose valuc 
can't be measured in dollars and cen‘s. 
Faust’s is gone. There will never de 
another Faust’s, but here is your chance 
to buy a memento of days—and nights— 
that will never return.“ 

The steins were sold singly and in lots 
of six and 12. They brought an average 
price of $1 each. The original cost of 
these steins, according to Henry Dietz, 
last proprietor of Faust s, was 51.50 to 
$2 each. They are of extra fine glass 
and have silver tops and mountings. 

Only a few women were among the 
buyers. Their principal interest was in 
the china and glassware. They did not 
seem to have the souvenir hunting sent:- 
ment of the stein buyers and declined 
to make extravagant bids for plates and 
other table accessories bearing the Faust 
trade mara. When these were offered 
most of the bidders were men, who 
beught single pieces as mementoes. 

Boarding house keepers were the most 
eager buyers of the table accessories 
Silver-mounted casseroles seemed ‘92 
catch the feminine fancy, the appeal be- 
ing to the pocketbook rather than to 
sentiment. At the prices which pre- 
vailed at the auction these casseroles 
should replace the ordinary porcelain 
dishes in which prunes heretofore have 
been served. 

Three cash registers, originally bought 
for $200 each, sold at prices ranging from 
$32 to $37, and a marbie oyster counter, 
with all accessories—the famous counter 
where St. Louis gourmands often in- 
dulged in oyster-eating contests—was 
knocked down for $12. Six awnings on 
the Elm street windows of the Faust 
barroom sold at prices ranging from 45 
to 6 cents each. The cost $ each when 
put up last summer. 

At today’s sale solid silver knives and 
forks sold at 18 cents each and spoons 
as low as 11 cents each and silver soup 
ladles brought 35 cents. Nine solid silver 
sugar bowls went at 65 cents each and 
six silver soup bowls at $1 each. Silver 
chafing dishes sold at $1.40. 

All the tapestry which adorned the 
walls of the upstairs dining room sold 
for $8, and 118 German linen tablecloths 
brought 45 cents each.

PRESIDENT SAYS 


At Border to Protect Country, 
Not.for Drill, He Writes 
Guardsman's Mother. 


WASHINGTON, July 26.—In reply to 
a complaint from Mrs. Henry Smith of 
Winamac, Ind., who has a son in the 
national guard, President Wilson wrote 
today that the guard was being kept on 
the Mexican border to protect the coun- 
try, not for drill, and that the service 
the men were performing was an honor 
to them and a necessity to the United 
States. 

The President referred to the precau- 
tions of the War Department to make 
border camps safe against disease, and 
said the health record of both regulars 
and guardsmen was exceptionally good. 
His letter was made public because 
many communications similar to that ot 
Mrs. Smith are being received, and to 
answer criticism that the men of the 
national guard are not being properiy 
cared for, The letter follows: 

“Your letter of July 23 distresses me 
a good deal, because it shows that you 
have not been correctly informed as to 
the purpose of having the national 
guard at the border. It is not for the 
purpose of drill, but for the purpose of 
protecting the country. The service the 
men are performing there is an honor to 
them and a necessity to the United 
States. I cannot believe that the men 
in the national guard would wish to be 
excused from it, or would lose heart be- 
cause of the discomforts and inconven- 
lence of the service. 

The War Department has the camps 
on the border under the most careful 
inspection and is using every means 
known to make them sanitary and safe 
against disease. The health record of 
the men on the border, both the regu- 
lars and the national guardsmen, is ex- 
ceptionally good. | 

“I would not have yoy think that I 
do not sympathize with your distress 
in the absence of your son, but I beg 
that jou will take these larger matters 
into consideration.”’ 

An amendment to the army appropria- 
tion bill by Senator Reed, to provide 
that national guardsmen and regulars 
serving on the Mexican border should 
receive the additional foreign service 
pay, although on duty entirely on Ameri- 
can soil, was adopted today by the Sen- 
ate. Men on foreign duty are entitled 
to o per cent additional pay and offi- 
cers to 10 per cent. 

Charges by Senator Works of Cali- 
fornia that the national guard was kept 
on the border for political purposes 
were contradicted by Senator Reed, who 
declared the presence of the guard had 
served to awaken Mexico to the need cf 
a conciliatory attitude toward the United 
States. He said withdrawal of the men 
now might open the way to a renewal 
of marauding by bandits.

lican Nomination Is Generally Considered 


Equivalent 


to Election. 


St. Louis and St. Louis County are en- 
titled to three representatives in Con- 
gress. The candidates for Congress in 
all Missouri districts will be nominated 
at the State-wide primary election Aug. 
1 The three St. Louis Congressmen 
are: Jacob E. Meeker, Republican, 
Tenth District; Wiliam L. Igoe, Demo- 
crat, Eleventh District, and L. C. Dy- 
er, Republican, Twelfth District. All 
are running for re-election. 

The Tenth District, which takes in 
parts of North, South and West St. 
Louis and all of St. Louis County, is 
overwhelmingly Republican. A Repub- 
lican nomination in this district is gen- 
erally considered equivalent to election. 
The Eleventh and Twelfth districts are 
0 close that a slight change in the vote 
will swing the election from one party 
to the other. 

The Democratic candidates for Con- 
gress in the Tenth District are G, H. 
Foree, 170 Grove avenue, Wellston; Ed- 
ward J. Brennan, 3662 Lafayette av- 
enue, and William O. Reeder, 4489 Wash- 
ington avenue. All are without legisia- 
tive experience, and are new to pol- 
itics. The Democrats generally pay lit- 
tle attention to the nemination of Con- 
gressional candidates in this district, 
and this oversight, in 1912, cost them thé 
election. In that year the Republicans 
and Bull Moose both had candidates for 
Congress in this district, and the Dem- 
ocrats had only Maurice J. O’Connor, 
a bricklayer, to offer against them. A 
strong Democratic candidate would have 
won, but as O'Connor was unable to poll 
even the Democratic vote, Richard Bar- 
tholdt was re-elected by a small plu-. 
rality. 

Five Republican Candidates. 

There are five Republican candidates 
fur Congress in the Tenth District. 

Tae candidates are Frederick Essen 
cf Clayton, former Republican boss of 
St Louis County; Jacob R. Meeker n- 
ecumbent; Bernard P. Bogy, lWdward 
Beckmann, dealer in commercial paper, 
and Henry A. Kersting. lawyer and 
German propagandist. The race is con- 
ceded by politicians to be betweea Essen 
and Meeker. There has not yet bee: 
any line-up of the St. Lovis polities! 
factions in this contest. It ts the opin- 
ion of the leadezs that the factions wil) 
not take sides,. but will let Essen and 
Meeker fight it out. 

While Essen was boss of the county in 
190? he was paid $10,000 by W. K. Kava- 
naugh, then president of the Wiggins 
Ferry Co., for getting a f-anchise for 
‘ne Central Bel, Rallwa , Co., which 
Kavanaugh and bis associs tes suid to 
the Termiral Reilroad Ass ciation for 
460,000. Kavan auch., L. R wWilfley, W. 
M. Mitchell and others undertoo.« tu get 
a franchise for en belt line to corneci 
with the Wiggicr Ferry and with a beit 
line which Kavanaugh owned in East 
St. Louis. 

It was brought out in a law suit sev- 
eral years afterward that Kavanaugh 
and his associates were unable to get 
the franchise from the County Court ot 
St. Louls County. Essen was called in. 
He was at that time Recorder of Deeds 
in St. Louis County, and chairman of 
the County Republican Committee, and 
was regarded as the most important po- 
litical. or in the country.

Excise Inquiry in 1907, 

In 1907, while Essen was still boss of 
the county, and officials elected pris 
cipally through his influence were in 
power, former Gov. Folk sent Assistant 
Attorney-General John Kennish to Clay- 
ton to conduct an inquiry in lax en- 
forcement of the law. The grand jury 
impaneled to investigate conditions re 
turned indictments against many saloon 
keepers for violation of the law, and se- 
verely criticised the Shéfiff and Prose- 
cuting Attorney for their fallure to en- 
force the law. 

Conditions became so bad in the coun- 
ty, and lawlessness flourished to such 
an extent, that the Legislature passed 
a law creating an Excise Board in the 
county to exercise control over the 
granting of dramshop licenses. As the 
Excise Board has the power to revoke 
licenses for violation of the law, cond'- 
tions have been improved very greatly 
during the last few years.

Phelps’ life in Carthage was marked 
by a singular series of untoward inci- 
dents. In 1876, a few years after he first 
settled in Carthage, as a young lawyer, 
Phelps quarreléd with James Hardin, a 
lawyer with an established practice, and 
Hardin shot at Phelps in the courtroom, 
the bullet grazing Phelps’ face and leav- 
ing a scar. Some time afterward Hardin 
was mysteriously shot and killed as he 
was going home at dusk. Phelps was 
arrested, but denied knowledge of the 
killing, and was afterward released. 
His second and third children were 
deaf mutes, and Phelps provided for 
their education at the best schools for 
the deaf. In the early 908, Mrs. Phelps 
was killed in a runaway accident on 
Lindell boulevard, in St. Louis. This be- 
reavement was followed by the death o: 
the eldest daughter, Helene. In 
Phelps married Miss Bridget O'Leary, 
who had been his private Secretary for 
nearly 20 years. A sen was born to 
them, and this boy, while riding a bicy- 
cle in a Carthage street, was killed by 
an automobile a few days after Phelps’ 
election to the State Senate in Novem- 
ber, 1914. This final grief affected 
Phelps greatly. 

Although he was a lawyer of recog- 
nized ability, Phelps gave his occu pation, 
in the State Blue Book, as “politician 
and farmer.“ He became wealthy in his 
long career of corporatior service, and 
he put much time and money into his 
model dairy and stock farm near Car- 
thage. When he failed, last winter, to 
get a supply ef hog cholera serum from 
the State University Agricultural School, 
in response to a telegram, he adopted a 
policy of hostility toward the universi- 
ty to such an extent that President Hill 
protested in an open letter, giving the 
university's side of the serum matter. 
Phelps was also interested in the stone 
quarries of Jasper County, and his influ- 
ence in the Legislature caused the pro- 
vision, in the new capitol Statute, that 
only Missouri stone should be used. The 
Rarthage quarries have profiited notahiy 
by this restriction, which virtually 
forced the State to buy its stone from 
them, though tests of stone from other 
parts of Missouri! were made.

Delegates From Every Section 
of Country in St. Louis for 
Opening’ Session. 


The twenty-fourth annual meeting of 
tho United States League of Local Build- 
ing and Loan Associations began this 
morning in the assembly room of the Y. 
M. C. A., with more than 200 members 
present, representing virtually every 
state in the union. The convention 
closes tomorrow afternoon. 

President Herbert W. Pinkham of 


Quincy, Mass., in his annual address, 
said: 
We cannot be too thankful to our 


Heavenly Father that we have had 
such a man as Woodrow Wilson at the 
helm of our ship of state. So far he 
has brought us safely through.“ 
President Pinkham said that the motto 
of the league is The American Home 
the Safeguard of American Liberties,”’ 
and that when a home owner is estab- 
lished in each house a bulwark has been 
raised against any common enemy. 

An increase of nearly 10 per cent in 
building and loan associations assets in 
the past year was reported by H. F. 
Cellarius, Cincinnati, secretary of the 
organization. He also showed decided 
increases in memberships in the various 
locals, his report, in part, being as fol- 
lows: 

The popularity and growth of the local 
building and loan associations of the 
United States continues on the increase, 
as is indicated by the statistics for ths 
last year. There are now in the United 
States 6806 associations, with a total 
membership of 3,334,899, and assets 
amounting to 81, 484, 05, 875. This is an in- 
crease in assets for the year of 3128, 497, - 
975. or 9.3 per cent. The membership in- 
crease for the same period was 230,964, or 
a little more than 7 per cent. 

The onward movement has been most 
marked in the last decade, during which 
period these associations have more than 
doubled their assets and nearly doubled 
their membership. In 1906 the total as- 
sets of the local associations were $673,- 
129,198, and the total membership was 
1,699,714, an increase in assets in 10 years 
of $811,076,677, and in membership of 
1,635, 185.

RILEY LEFT NO WILL; 
ESTATE WORTH $200,000 


Disposal of Book Rights Not to Be 
Made Public—Poet Leaves 
Three Heirs. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 26.—The 
body of James Whitcomb Riley, the 
Hoosier poet, rests in a flower-lined 
vault in the old chapel at Crown Hill 
Cemetery. Private funeral services were 
held at his home in Lockerbie street 
yesterday afternoon. A large crowd was 
at the cemetery to see the body placed 
in the temporary resting place. During 
the funeral services, all of the flags 
in the city floated at half mast. ‘lhe 
final resting place of the body had not 
beén determined and no decision may be 

reached for some time. 

A movement is on foot to maintain the 
home of Lockerbie street, made famous 
in one of Riley’s poems, as a memorial 
to him. 

Riley left no will disposing of his 
property of an estimated value of $206,- 
000, according to Henry Eitel, his broth- 
er-in-law, and W. C. Bobbs, a close 
business associate. The heirs are a sis- 
ter, Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Payne of New 
York; a nephew and a niece. Edmund 
II. and Elizabeth Whitcomb Eitel of 
Indianapolis. Just how Riley arranged 
for the disposal of his book rights never 
will be made public, the metter having 
been left confidentially in the hands «of 
Eitel and Bobbs.

Mayor Kiel offers unanswerable reasons for his 
veto of the bill changing the name of half of the 
western block on Twelfth street from Twelfth 
street to Star Square.

On the other hand, 
no law can compel modesty, dignity, high princt- 
ple, truth-telling, wisdom or manufacture char-

tem—and a great deal must be left to the voter, 
which, after all, is a great saving grace of repub- 
lican institutions.

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UN AMERICAN RACER DIVISIONS. 

An inspection of the German-American Alliance 
slate discloses convincing evidence that the can- 
didates are not chosen on merit.

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UNEARNED INCREMENT IN THE CARIBBEAN 
We are again negotiating for the purchase of 
the St. Thomas group of islands in the Caribbean.

The only point 
of doubt as to the proposed treaty is the price. 
This is placed in the early reports at the incredi- 
ble sum of $25,000,000. :

000,000, we paid $20,000,000, giving ground for 
Tom Reed’s bitter epigram about Filipinos at $2 
a head, but, of course, that was at the end of a war 
with the former owners.

We were offered the islands in 1867 for $7,500,000 
and refused them. In the treaty for their purchase 
negotiated in 1902 the price was put at $5,000,000, 
but the Danish Parliament declined to sell at that 
figure. Assuming that what we were willing to 
give in 1902 was a fair valuation, the $25,000,000 
now demanded represents about the greatest in- 
crease in unearned increment in 14 years on 
record.
